The senate voted last week to 
repeal the undistributed profits 
levy and impose a flat corporate 
income tax and a flat capital gains 
tax. 

Thé uncompromising attitude of 
the eonferees- led to some talk of 
a deadfeck and enactment of no 
bill at all. In that case, the ex- 
isting levies would he continued. 

Read Veto Hint. 
The.letter which the President 
sent both to Harrison and Chair- 
man Doughton, Democrat, North 
Carolina, of the house ways and 
means committee, did not mention 
another possibility—that of a veto

COLUMBIA, S. C., April 14.— 
(Thursday.)—(#)—A lanky, 58- 
year-old Richland county legisla-

Clear, Mild Weather 
Predicted to Continue 


With the warmest March since 
1921 a matter of history, Atlanta’s 
clear weather will continue today, 
accompanied by more mild tem- 
perature, the United States 
Weather Bureau predicted last 
night. This morning’s minimum 
reading is expected to be about 
50 degrees. 

George W. Mindling, meteorol- 
ogist in charge of the Atlanta of- 
fice, said last night the March av- 
erage of 61.9 has been exceeded in 
only two other years, 1907 and 
1908, in the 46 years records have 
been kept. : 

Rainfall was below normal 
throughout the southern and mid- 
dle sections and in the eastern 
part of the northern section of the 
state during March. 


O LIQUOR BALLOTS 
BARRED BY RULING 


Revenue Agents Round- 
Up All Available Whisky 
Supplies in Macon. 


By an injunction continued in- 
definitely by Judge W. M. Harp- 
er in Lee county yesterday, pre- 
venting the local option liquor 
election from being held there, 
five other counties were, in effect, 
similarly involved. 

Yesterday also state revenue 
agents seized all available liquor 
in Macon and placed it in a ware- 
house until dealers comply with 
city and state regulations for pay- 
ment of taxes and license fees. 

Judge Harper’s action was on 
an injunction against Ordinary R. 

The 
court decision, given at Americus, 
will in effect restrain the holding 
of similar elections m Sum*‘er, 
Schley, Webster, Macon and Stew- 
art counties. 

The first injunction was issued 
on April 2, four days Before Lee 
county was to hold its election. 
Judge Harper said in his decision 
yesterday it was up to the state 
supreme court to decide -constitu- 
tionality af the local option law 
and that he continues the injunc- 
tion “until further order of ‘this 
court.”

Jurors, however, heard addi- 
tional reports on the police graft 
situation when Reuben Garland, 
Atlanta attorney, appeared before 
the jury. to offer testimony in con- 
nection with police payoffs. 

Garland said he had not been 
summoned, but had testified “in 
behalf of two clients I represent” 
at the request of Special Prosecu- 
tor E. E. Andrews. He said his 
testimony was in connection with 
the police payoff probe.

South America Is Warned 
European ‘Tr 


Washington - Desires Peotd: 
Berlin Told by Am- 


bassador. 


BERLIN, April 13.—(#)—There 
is no -way of -being certain that 
the United States w'!i remain 
aloof from’ any major _ conflict, 
United . States Ambassador Hugh 
Wilson: told an audience of Ger- 
man and-American businessmen 
tonight. 

The desire of Americans to re- 
main at peace, however, is genu- 
ine, the ambassador told his hear- 
ers, who included representatives 
of the German foreign office. 

“And we earnestly hope and 
pray that no nation will make it 
impossible for us to fealize this 
desire,” he said. 

“There are people in our coun- 
try who»believe that we would 
under no circumstances go to war. 
There are also people who believe 
that our participation in any ma- 
jor conflict is inevitable. Neither 
of them can be sure of their asser- 
tions. The development of history 
alone will show .which-.of ti®m 
is entirely right. Personally I be- 
lieve neither of them ‘is entirely 
right. 

“I believe there is a possibility 
under wise leadership to keep the 
United States out of a great strug- 
gle. I admit the danger of our 
being drawn in; I do not admit 
the inevitability.” 

The occasion of Wilson’s speech 
was a dinner of the American 
Chamber of Commerce. He di§- 
cussed at length the aims of Sec- 
retary Hull’s policy of foreign 
trade agreements as a means of

LIMA, Peru, April. .13.—(/)— 
United States Ambassador Lau- 
rence A. Steinhardt tonight urged 
that American nations present a 
united front against old. world 
“predatory forces” seeking “new 
or lost fields to conquer.” 

In a broadcast to Latin Ameri- 
can nations on the occasion of 
Pan-American Day he asked that 
public opinion of the western 
hemisphere be marshaled against 
“those who beliéve the law of the 
jungle is man’s destiny.” 

He warned that propaganda for 
forms of g ment “all akin in 
destroying liberty and freedom of 
thought” might pave the way to 
“ultimate subjection” and declared 
American nations: would not sub- 
mit to the prospect of conquest 
and the-loss of human liberties. 

(Propaganda by Germany and 
Italy in South America has caused 
}concern in Washington, where of- 
ficials- have watched it closely. 
German, Italian and Japanese im- 
migration and commercial inter- 
rests in South America also have 
been under scrutiny.) 

“We realize,” the ambassador 
said, “that conquest and ultimate 
subjection are accomplished in 
their earlier stages under modern} 
conditions by propaganda rather 
than armed force. And we are 
determined to . protect. ourselves 
against these insidious’ methods. 

“We may well ask ourselves 
why nations thousands of miles 
distant and already known to be

VOTE IN ILLINOIS 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS, 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—The 
avalanche of votes rolled up by 


‘Democratic candidates in yester- 


day’s Illinois primaries was hail- 
ed today by administration politi- 
cal generals as the answer to re- 
cent Republican claims that the 
New Deal is slipping. 

Not until the final official fig- 
ures are made available a few 
days hence will it be possible to 
compute the definite percentage 
of Democratic preponderence, but 
already the returns indicate the 
significant conclusion that Illinois, 
the most important of the here- 
tofore pivotal states of the great 
middle west, is certain to continue 
its present Democratic complexion 
in the forthcoming congressional 
elections. 

1,600,000 Cast Votes. 


Briefly told, the national signif- 
icance of the Illinois primaries 
rests on the fact that Democratic 
candidates polled an estimated to- 
tal of upwards of 1,600,000 votes 
against 600,000 for their Republic- 
an opponents. Impartial observ- 
ers agree that there is only one 
interpretation to place on such 
one-sided figures: That candidates 
of the party in power will prevail 
handsomely in the approaching 
off-year elections. . 

Because of its position as the 
largest and most populous of the 
middlewestern commonwealths, a 
state which prior to 1932 seemed 
safely anchored to the Republican 
mooring mast, observers have 
awaited with keen interest the 
outcome of the primaries there this 
week, expecting to see in the re- 
sults some barometer of the cur- 
rent political trend. All the signs 
point to a repetition of what hap- 
pened in 1936. Then with a spir- 
ited contest on in the Republican 
presidential preferential primary 
between the three leading candi- 
dates of the party for the presi- 
dency—Governor Alf Landon, of 
Kansas; Frank Knox, Chicago 
publisher, and Senator William E. 
Borah, of Idaho—the great pre- 
ponderance of Democratic primary 
votes cast foreshadowed the later 
landslide victory of the Roosevelt 
New Deal ticket. 

No F. D. R. Issue. 

Administration leaders in Wash- 
ington insist that there was no js- 
sue fought out in the Illinois pri- 
mary involving Roosevelt prestige. 


Both of the Democratic senatorial: 


candidates contesting for the seat 
of Senator William H. Dieterich, 
retiring party incumbent, were 
friendly to the national admin- 
istration. Representative Scott Lu- 
cas, successful candidate: of the 
Horner faction,. is regarded as 
about as much of a New Dealer as 
former Representative Michael 
Igoe, supported by the Kelly- 
Nash Chicago ,machine. 

On the whole administration 
leaders were well pleased with the 
impressive showing made.in the 
primary, maintaining confidently 
that Illinois is still overwhelmingly 
in the Democratic column.

The move to initiate a program 
of forums was taken after sever- 
al speakers had advocated such a 
plan in: addresses before the su- 
perintendents. 

The conference went on record 
as indorsing the federal farm bill, 
also known as the Randolph-Lee 
bill, as a practical means of fi- 
nahcing such a_ state-wide pro- 
gram. The bill provides that 90 
per cent of the necessary funds 
would be provided by the federal 
government, the other 10 per cent 
to be furnished by the state. 

It was also recommended that 
such changes be made in the state 
school law as will make it possible 
for the state or the local com- 
munity, or the two: together, to 
contribute its share in the support 
of such a program, and that nec- 
essary steps be taken to carry the 
plan through. 

Adult Training. 
In advocating such a plan of 
forums at which current problems 
would be discussed by members 
of local communities, Dr.’ Willis 
A. Sutton, city school superintend- 
ent, emphasized the need of train- 
ing the adult population “because 
youth is no longer in the saddle 
as far as numbers are concerned.” 
He predicted that there are go- 
ing to be not only fewer people 
but less intellectual people. “The 
population is shifting,” he de- 
clared, “and we.are’ not going to 
have as large a percentage of 
— as we have had in the 


Explaining his assertion that the 
population is destined to be less 
intellectual, Dr. Sutton said the 
largest number of children today 
are in families of the low eco- 
nomic and social strata. 

Dr. Sutton pointed out that the 
average intelligence of a Georgian 
was at least 10 per cent lower in 
1930 than in 1860. 

Citing the advantages of public 
forums, the speaker said they 
would increase the number of vot- 
ers, develop an appreciation for 
art and music and the finer things 
of life, and make ‘better citizens.

“Now that we have pauperized 
ourselves’ in this effort, can the, 
government afford to say ‘You 
must grow a certain amount of 
cotton, enough for domestic use 
and all: that can be sold for ex- 
port, but you are forbidden to. re- 
vise the system of agriculture in 
the south’? 

“Fully 50 per cent of the ‘eroded 


in the southeast, yet this area 
receives less than one-half as 
much money per acre under ‘the 
soil.conservation act as the richer 
and far less eroded states of the 
middle and far west.” 

He proposed that “an upprece- 
dented majoring in grass, livestock 
and forestry is the only sensible 
means to preserve most of the 
eroded soils of the southeast.

THE GRAND JURY CHARGES 

The Fulton county grand jury, ina startling 
statement issued Tuesday, declared it has “clear 
evidence’ of graft against a number of law 
enforcement officers of the county and of the 
city of Atlanta. 

The revelations made in this statement, to- 
gether with others promised when indictments 
against the accused officers are drawn, demands 
full airing at the earliest possible moment. Only 
by fullest publicity and unswerving determina- 
tion to weed out any guilty officers can the 
confidence of the citizens as a whole in their 
police forces be restored. 

That the exposure begun will be pushed to 
its ultimate outcome, regardless of individuals 
affected, is assured by the caliber of personnel 
of the grand jury. It has made a good start in 
its effort to rid the community of a cancerous 
sore and it will undoubtedly carry the work 
through to completion. 

While every citizen is vitally concerned in 


the situation exposed it is, probably, the honest 


police officers—constituting the great majority 
—who are most vitally interested. Until their 
ranks are purged of all individuals unworthy 
of the trust reposed in them, the accusations 
reflect upon every man in each police force. 
They, above all others, will insist on complete 
airing of the charges of crookedness and graft 
against any of their fellow officers. 

That there should be direct partnership be- 
tween police officers and the forces engaged in 


illegitimate enterprises is a shocking charge. 
While such conditions exist there can be no 


health in the civic body. It is as a cancerous 
growth that poisons the entire community and 
the only true remedy is fearless wielding of the 
knife, to cut it out before it destroys the city 
entirely. 

Atlanta has been reasonably free from or- 
ganized racketeering and vice. That it should 
have gained a foothold large enough to im- 
plicate a score and a half of enforcement of- 
ficers in its ramifications comes as astounding 
news to the vast majority of citizens. 

The grand jury is to be commended for the 
courage it has displayed. It will have the full 
support of every good citizen in its continued 
effort to rid the city of police graft. At the 
same time, the city has full confidence the jury 
will push its investigation to the desired out- 
come. That outcome involves punishment of 
the guilty and removal of every convicted 
grafter from the police ranks. 


THE SWASTIKA 

In the days of prehistoric man, the inhabi- 
tants of the earth looked thankfully toward the 
rising sun—toward the coming of light. It 
meant, literally, the end of darkness. 

But as man gradually became more intelli- 
gent, more enlightened, the dawn began to 
mean a great deal more than simply the end 
of literal darkness. It also symbolized the ban- 
ishment of intellectual darkness. And it was 
the swastika, the most ancient of all symbols, 
which became the emblem of the rising sun. 

It became associated with the nature-reli- 
gions of the Aryan races from Scandinavia to 
Persia and India. It was linked with the mythi- 
cal, one-eyed Woden, the Germanic god of war. 
It adorned the pottery and fretwork of ancient 
Greece and Egypt. It ornamented the works of 
art dug from the ruins of Indian civilization in 
Mexico and Peru, as well as from prehistoric 
Indian burial grounds in western United States. 

The swastika, that ancient symbol of the 
rising sun, thus was once recognized almost the 
world over as indicating good fortune, as a sign 
of better things to come. In Arizona and New 
Mexico the Indians today look upon it as a to- 
ken of “good luck.’ 

' Perhaps, however, they have never heard of 
Central Europe, where swaggering dictators at- 
tribute to it a similar significance. But, among 
the free peoples of the world, it has become the 
sign of anti-God, a symbol of death, murder 
and despair, a token of persecution, an emblem 
of brutality and intolerance. For the dictator 
rulers have, by their actions, so distorted 

once honored symbol.

The approaching agreement between Great 
Britain and Italy, described as “virtually sealed 
in advance,” marks a move in the international 
chess game on the European board which con- 
tains possibilities of far-reaching significance. 

It. is altogether well within the bounds of 
possibility that this agreement may mean the 
difference between peace and war, may tip the 
scales in favor of European peace for years 
to come. 

The uncertain factors in the situation, of 
course, are those two disturbing personalities, 
Hitler and Mussolini. Ever since they appeared 
in places of world power there has been the con- 
stant element of doubt as to what move either 
oné may make next. Hitler, especially, has- 
made scorn for pledged agreements almost an 
accepted policy. 

However, discounting the uncertainties of 
personal dictators, the British-Italian pact 
should go far toward removing the Mediter- 
ranean as a source of potential seeds of war. 
With Italy joining Britain and France in co- 
operation and policy, the last reason for 
rivalry on the inland sea and the Suez canal is, 
apparently, removed. 

The full significance of the pending treaty, 


however, can only be realized when it is re- © 


membered Hitler is expected to visit Rome in 
May. The German viewpoint will be radically 
changed if brought face to face with an Italy 
united with Britain and France for the peace 
of the world. 

Hitler is believed to have an eye toward the 
Mediterranean himself. The annexation of 
Austria was the first step in opening the road 
toward the Mediterranean for the Reich. The 
port of Trieste, while nominally Italian, is now 
actually under economic control of Berlin, thus 
leading German commerce Mediterraneanward. 

Germany and Italy, working hand in hand, 
would form a dark threat against the stability 
of the world of today. They- would threaten the 
life line of the British Empire through the Suez 
Canal and they might, easily, so dominate the 
Mediterranean as to acquire a stranglehold on 
world commerce. 

And, always, there is the situation in Spain. 
Spain, in the hands of a Franco dominated by 
Rome, with Italian troops occupying strategic 
points, would be a constant threat to France. 
But, with Italian co-operation, France would 
feel that threat removed. 

Mussolini may have decided it is better 
policy to end the possibility of tension over the 
Pyrenees in order to center all his wariness on 
the Brenner Pass, behind which lurk the guns 
of the brown-shirted legions of the Reich, the 
storm troops of Hitler. 

The British-Italian pact, therefore, contains 
more than the germ of a new balance of power; 
more than a glimmer of hope for avoidance of 
that general European conflict which the world 
has feared for months. 


MERRILY WE ROLL ALONG 
At times thé staid halls of the Capitol as- 
sume an opera-bouffe atmosphere. Quite often 
a haftd-working citizen is astonished to learn 


» the trials and tribulations of a congressman 


in earning his annual stipend. 

One such meaty bit of news drifted out re- 
cently when a committee was advised by a 
citizen, in the exercise of his normal right to 
be heard, that the solution of the problem of 
shifting the navy from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic rested in the cutting of a canal across 
the breadth of the land. This, the senate naval 
affairs committee was told, would require only 
the expenditure of $1,000,000,000 and the cutting 
of a four-mile stretch of solid land between the 
Columbia and Missouri rivers. 

The same advisor advocated provision of 
20,000,000 “flying automobiles” for the educa- 
tion of civilians as a reserve for military avia- 
tion. These would be constructed at a cost as 
low as “$20 under high mass production.” 
Senator Bone, who signs himself a Democrat 
and is the representative in legislative halls of 
the state of Washington, quite succinctly 
squelched this by remarking that “there 
wouldn’t be a house safe in America.’’ 

The senator is quite right—he might have 
added that there are worse things than war.

the invader Mussolini called to the 
colors many members of Hitler’s 
orphan minority in the captured 
Tyrol and sent them out to make 
little ones out of big ones on the 
Abyssinian roads, not trusting 
them with muskets because he 
could not trust their aim. He 
found early in the campaign that 
a Tyrolean drawing a bead on an 
Ethiopian was likely to blow the 
head off an Italian officer. 


The German Tyroleans could not 
/bring themselves to regard Italy 
as their homeland, and their in- 
difference to the menace of Haile 
Selassie’s perfidious legions was a 
great problem to the Duce. Some 
of them went over the hill on be- 
ing called to the colors or a little 
before they were due to be called 
and headed for Austria in an in- 
dividual anschluss. 

The Tyroleans for a time were 
forbidden to speak German at all 
so that they would be compelled 


also were forbidden to band them- 
selves into secret political societies.

They would hold furtive 
meetings to indulge in the delic- 
ious gutturals of their native 
tongue and even yodel sotto voce 
and would adopt high signs and 
identification marks.

(“Except where it is absolutely necessary to continued function- 
ing of a geographically integrated operating utility system, the 
utility holding company with its present powers must go,” wrote 
President Roosevelt in sending to congress on March 12, 1935, a 
report .of the National Power Policy Committee.

I have 


seen much of the propaganda prepared against such legislation— 
even down to mimeographed sheets of instructions for propaganda 
to exploit the most far-fetched and fallacious fears.” 
“Unimpressed” by the propaganda, the President reiterated his 
recommendation for what.opponents labeled a “death-sentence” for 


holding companies. 


The vigorous note which follows, written for 


his books by the President himself and never before published, 
makes the indictment more specific and traces its background.) 


ARTICLE NO. 20. 


-The public utility holding com- 
pany device during the boom pe- 
riod before 1929 had assumed tre- 
mendous proportions. While, of 
course, the distribution of gas or 
electricity in any community as 
a supervised and regulated monop- 
oiy is justifiable in order to avoid 
uneconomic duplication of plants, 
there is no justification for an ex- 
tension of that idea of local mo- 
nopoly to include the common 
control by a few powerful indi- 
vidual interests of numerous util- 
ity plants scattered throughout 
many states and totally uncon- 
nected in operations. 


Concentration of Power. 

In 1925, holding companies con- 
trolled about 65 per cent of the 
operating electric utility industry. 
By 1932, 13 holding groups had 
seized control of three-fourths of 
the entire industry, and more than 
40 per cent was concentrated in 
the hands of three large groups— 
United Corporation, Electric Bond 
& Share Company, and Insull. 

Even these three systems were 
not entirely independent. By the 
same period 11 holding company 
systems had obtained control of 
more than 80 per cent of the to- 
tal mileage of natural gas trunk 
pipe lines. 

Through the device of these 
pyramided holding companies, 
small groups of men with a dis- 
proportionately small investment 
were able to dominate and to 
manage solely in their own in- 
terest tremendous capifal invest- 
ments of other people’s money. 
This concentration of power had 
become a form of private socialism 
as dangerous as government so- 
cialism. 

There had been no attempt to 
build up systems as an integrated 
economic whole which might 
bring actual benefits of economy 
and efficiency by related opera- 
tions and unified management.

capitalization required the declar- 
ation of unreasonable dividends on 
the securities of the holding com- 
panies. 

The consumer in addition to 
paying the high gas and electricity 
rates for these unjustifiable divi- 


dends had to bear also the burden 
of paying rates high enough to 
pay for the many fees, commis- 
sions and other charges levied by 
the holding companies against 
their subsidiaries—for manage- 
ment, engineering, accounting, 
publicity, legal, tax and other 
general and special services. 

The charges so taken by these 
holding companies from their sub- 
sidiary operating companies did 
not represent bargains freely and 
openly arrived at by the subsid- 
iary companies in the competitive 
market. They were dictated by the 
few individuals who control the 
holding company. 

Corporate Insiders. 

The holding companies acquired 
new property frequently from 
corporate insiders at exhorbitant 
prices and issued securities on 
which interest had to be paid 
wholly out of line with the value 
of the securities acquired. 

Transactions such as these dis- 
courage intelligent permanent in- 
vestors, and serve no useful pur- 
pose to the community other than 
speculation and easy profits for 
the few insiders. 

We determined that only by 
federal legislation could security 
transactions and investments of 
holding companies be adequately 
supervised and controlled in the 
interest of obtaining lower rates, 
promoting greater and widespread 
use of gas and electricity, and af- 
fording sufficient protection to 
legitimate investors in _ utility 
stocks and bonds. ‘ 

Attempts by state commissions 
so to protect consumers and in- 
vestors from holding company 
practices had been necessarily un- 
successful, because of the nation- 
wide form which the holding com- 
pany assumed. Electric Bond & 
Share Company, for example, had 
operating companies in 32 of the 
48 states. Many holding companies 
had affiliations with banking in- 
terests, construction.\ companies, 
coal mines, newspapers and other 
interests throughout the United 
States. 

The state commissions’ powers 
and funds were too limited to 
make thorough and effective con- 
trol possible over these far-fiung 
holding company operations. Be- 
sides, by many devious lega! and 
corporat? devices,- holding com- 
panies had always arranged to 
keep their organization and oper- 
ations out of reach of state regula- 
tion. The only instrumentality for 
adequate supervision is the federal 
government, 

The Democratic national plat- 
form of 1932 stated: “We advocate 
regulation to the full extent of 
federal power of (a) holding com- 
panies which sell securities in in- 
terstate commerce ... 

Fight Against Bill. 

Much propagenda and misin- 
formation had been’ spread by 
public utility interests concerning 
the effect of the legislation which 
had been introduced. 

The fight waged against this 
legislation by the public utilities 
companies, largely with the money 
of their stockholders without ob- 
taining the consent of the stock- 
holders, continued for several 
months. 

On April 28, 1935, I discussed 
the matter in a radio talk with 
the people of the nation. 

_ (Editor’s Note—This was the 
first “fireside chat” of 1935, in 
which the President said “Fear 
is vanishing; confidence is grow- 
ing ... faith is being restored 
in the Democratic form of gov- 
ernment.” 

In congress the fight on the 
holding company bill continued, 
with the house refusing to ac- 
cept a more drastic measure 
passed in the senate. On Au- 
gust 21 the President addressed 
a letter to Representative Sam 
Rayburn, urging that the house 
agree to a compromise offered 
by the senate conferees. This 
was done, and on August 26 the 
measure became law with the 
President’s approval.) 

The public utility holding act 
provides in general for the regu- 
lation by the Securities and Ex- 

change Commission of the finan- 
cial practices of interstate holding 
company systems controlling gas 
and electric utilities. The holding 


‘companies are now required to 


register with and make reports to 
the commission; and, with certain 
exceptions, cannot issue or sell 
securities or acquire securities or 
utility assets without the consent 
of the commission. 

Intercompany transactions are 
strictly regulated and supervised. 
The ‘act also calls for simplifica- 
tion of the corporate structure of 
utility holding companies and the 
confinement of their business 
with certain exceptions to an eco- 
nomically integrated system, be-

act as one whose assets are physi- 
cally interconnected or capable of 
being so connected,- and which 
under normal conditions may be 
economically operated as a single 
interconnected and co-ordinated

ROOSEVELT WRITES 


ON SEC TOMORROW 


In tomorrow’s article, on the

curities.

The holding company industry 
has made a bitter and protracted 
legal fight againsi this legislation. 
As of December 1, 1937, only 
slightly less than one-third of the 
industry (on the basis of consoli- 
dated assets) had registered in 
accordance with the act. 

It is expected by this act to pre- 
vent the many abuses which led to 
its adoption and which have 
caused not only great loss to in- 
vestors in public utility stocks but 
increased rates to the consumers 
of gas and electricity.

FOR GUARD ASKED" 


White Wants Citizens’ Com- 
mittee To Determine How 
To Pay for New Armory. 


Unless the state and county 
contribute to the cost of remod- 
eling Taft hall and erecting a new 
armory, Councilman John A. 
White will “favor dropping” the 
city project, he said yesterday. 

Though original estimates were 
only $350,000 for the entire proj- 
ect, White said engineers’ figures 
compiled yesterday showed it 
would cost more than $500,000, of 
which the city would have to put 


up $200,000. 
White wrote Mayor Hartsfield a 


‘letter urging that a citizens’ com- 


mittee be appointed to confer with 
state and county officials to de- 
termine how much aid could be 
expected from these two govern- 
ments in building the armory for 
the national guard. 

Would Lessen Cost. 

“We could fireproof and re- 
model the Taft hall section of the 
auditorium ourselves for less than 
$200,000,” the councilman as- 
serted. 

He declared he wants the na- 
tional guard to remain in Atlan- 
ta, but thought the county and 
the state should help support it. 
The city has been paying the 
guard about $200 a month, fur- 
nishing. it quarters, heat, lights 
and water free, he said. 

The WPA would furnish $3 for 
every $2 put up by local govern- 
ments on the project. 

Others Must Assist. 

White said he would insist that 
the county and state put up a 
share of the local government ex- 
pense. The plans for the project 
have been drawn and are ready 
for submission to Washington of- 
ficials for approval. 

The national guard asked for 
quarters in a_ building which 
would have cost more than $1,- 
000,000, White said. This figure 
was cut in half but still, the coun- 
cilmen said, the cost would be 


©} too much to be borne alone by the 


city. 

He urged the mayor to appoint 
a number of national guard of- 
ficers on the citizens’ committee.

The principal argument against 
the petition, when rock bottom in 
debate is reached, seems likely to 
be that, right or wrong, the pres- 
ent rates are the ones on which 
certain industries in official ter- 
ritory (northeast) have beetf es- 
tablished’ and that a change would 
destroy investment in those indus- 


tries. This is the same argument 
the south uses to defend its wage 
differentials. But the great dif- 
ference is that in the freight rate 
matter the south seems to have 
not only equity on its side but 
also sound national economy, An 
adjustment of freight rates in this 
region’s favor would indeed ac- 
celerate the southward march of 
industry and increase the business 
of industries already established 
here. But that means the up- 
building of the region most in 
need of upbuilding, the develop- 
ment of purchasing power in the 
region most in want of it. It 
means building up for the whole 
country its greatest undeveloped 
market. The south is the na- 
tion’s last economic frontier. 


With equity on its side, the south 
would seem entitled to ask that 
it be served in the freight rate 
matter, even though the service 
may be costly to another region. 
This region has more to gain than 
the northeast has to lose. The 
economic improvement of the 
southern people will mean some- 
thing to the whole country. And 


so will the decentralization of in- 
dustry. .

HEALTH TALKS

NERVE DEGENERATION FROM 
DEFICIENCY OF VITAMIN B. 

Endemic polyneuritis, multiple 
neuritis, beriberi, as it is usually 
called in the orient where it is 
common, is rather a progressive 
weakness than an inflammation 
of nerves, In this country where, 
due to better living conditions and 
less poverty, less famine, war, less 
exploitation by superior races or 
peoples, — a of the dis- 
ea arecéiy know they have any 
kind? BE "nerve trouble.” They 
Know only that they are weak, 
unable to carry on their work as 


well as they should, and they at- 
tribute their weakness to over- 


| 


work, anemia, poor digestion or 
even weak heart. 

Indeed it is only the last few 
years that physicians in America 
have begun to suspect the nature 
of the less severe type of beriberi 
that occurs here. Good clinicians in 
some hospitals are now finding 
that vitamin B deficiency is an 
important factor of the disability 
in at least 10 per cent of cases 
entering the hospital wards for 
recurring cardiac decompensation 
or loss of reserve power in the 
heart. That is a condition which 
lays up for prolonged periods 
many individuals subject to heart- 
artery trouble, cardiovascular dis- 
ease. In order to maintain the cir- 
culation the heart in such individ- 
uals must do more than normal 
work, and consequently they suf- 
fer a breakdown when the essen- 
tial nutrition of the heart muscle 
fails, as it does if the vitamin B 
intake is deficient.

Curves are 
prettier than . angles—-but, more 
than that, the thin girl lacks vi- 
tality. Without vitality you can- 
not have sparkle and a come 
‘ither look. 
Normal weight is the basis of vi- 
tality and that is the thing that 
puts a girl over. But if you are 
inclined to thinness, it is not easy 
to gain. In fact, it is far more dif- 
ficult to gain two pounds you need 
than it would be to acquire 10 
pounds you did not need. Under- 
weight is conditioned by many 
factors and your gaining pro- 
gram. must include..adeq 
sleep, relaxation, care -plan 
ned exercise, fresh air and food 
that .is nourishing but easily as- 
similated. 
As a rule the underweight girl 
is geared to go and tends to scat- 
ter her energy. Adequate rest 
may be the starting point of a 
gain in weight, for rest decreases 
the energy output and enables you 
to store more calories. 
The best plan for the under- 
weight is to rest before or after 
meals, and, if possible, at both 
times. Completely relaxing for 10 
to 20 minutes before eating will 
help to relieve nerve tension and 
fatigue, and you will be able to 
enjoy your food. A rest period fol- 
lowing the meal aids assimilation. 
These rest measures are particu- 
larly valuable for nervous, high- 
strung children who come to the 
table too excited or too tired to 
eat. 
If you are worn out—go to bed 
tired and wake up tired—then 
take the week end off and stay in 
bed. Stop trying to meet life head 
on. Let go and relax completely: 
You need to be thoroughly rested 
before you attempt to gain even a 
pound. 
What you are out to gain is vi- 
tality rather than fat, and exercise 
becomes an important part of your 
program. Begin exercising by 
walking slowly for one-half hour 
each day in the fresh air, grad- 
ually increasing your walking time 
to an hour. If you are seriously 
underweight, you should spend 
two hours a day out of doors. 
You will find that outdoor ex- 
ercise not only increases ". your 
feeling of well being but that it 
provides a release from nervous 
tension thus enabling you to relax 
more completely and to sleep more 
easily.

Chemical washing, which gives 
rugs of moderate price a mellow 
expensive looking luster, does 
shorten somewhat the wear of the 
rug, but not enough to bother 
much about. And it does add a 
glow to the colors. 

The fact that the pattern goes 
through to the back doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean so much better wear 
in arug. Durability depends more 
on the construction and the quality. 
of the materials. 

A Wilton will wear better gen- 
erally than a chenille rug because 
the short pile of the Wilton doesn’t 
break so easily. A good chenille 
is very serviceable though. Vel- 
vet will not wear as well as a 
Wilton though a good velvet will 
give excellent service.

MOTIVE 1S ARGUED 


Chairman Smith Denies That 
Senate Investigation Is 
Punitive. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.— 
(P)}—Members of the senate agri- 
culture committee heatedly de- 
bated today the motives behind 
their investigation of the Ameri- 
can Cotton Co-operative Associa- 
tion. 

Chairman Smith, Democrat, 
South Carolina, who sponsored the 
inquiry, brought the digcussion to 
a head by denying that the inves- 
tigation was “punitive or against 
agricultural co-operation.” 

“We don’t propose to kill the 
goose that laid the golden egg,” 
the veteran South Carolinian said. 
“What we are trying to learn is 
if anyone has been tampering 
with the golden eggs.” 

Senator Ellender, ‘ Democrat, 
Louisiana, quickly took issue with 
Smith. 

“This is the seventh time this 
farmers’ organization has been 
investigated,” Ellender shouted. “I 
just read headlines in a South 
Carolina paper that the co-opera~- 
tive) had gypped farmers out of 
$3,000,000. I don’t see how that is 
any way to help co-operatives.” 

Senator Wheeler, Democrat, 
Montana, suggested the present in- 
vestigation be broadened to in- 
clude merchants 

Earlier, the committeee heard 
testimony that government cotton 
experts often differ over the qual- 
ity of the same cotton. 

Senator Bankhead, Democrat, 
Alabama, brought. this out by 
questioning a senate committee in- 
vestigator about seven different 
classifications of one lot of loan 
cotton in South Carolina.

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Railroads’ Non-Obligation to 
Postoffice Used in Cur- 
tailing Efforts. 


A South Carolina’ supreme 
court decision that railroads are 
not obligated: to carry. the mails 
was cited yesterday by counsel 
for the Seaboard Airline Railway 
Company which is seeking to dis- 
continue or curtail train. service 
on lines in Alabama and Georgia. 
_ The railroad’s attorneys pointed 
to the South Carolina decision 
during a hearing before the Geor- 
gia Public Service Commission on 
a petition to discontinue two 
trains’ daily’ between Atlanta and 
Birmingham, Ala.; and two trains 
daily between Savannah = and 
Americus, 

Delegations of citizens along the 
routes protested mainly against 
curtailment. of mail service. The 
railroad’s petition said it was los- 
ing $69,000 annually on the line 
serving Birmingham and Atlanta. 
On this route, the petition stated, 
traffic in Georgia during the 
month -of March amounted to 
about five passengers daily. 

Permission was asked to dis- 
continue trains No. 32 and 33 be- 
tween Atlanta and Birmingham.
